wherein the stringent conditions comprise hybridization at 42°C for 15 hours, washing 
with 0.4 or less xSSC containing 0.4% SDS and 6 mol/L of urea at 42°C for 20 minutes twice, 
and washing with 5xSSC at room temperature for 10 minutes twice."

"A process for producing the protein according to claim 1, comprising the steps of cultivating a 
host cell transformed with an expression vector selected from the group consisting of:
